The Town Meeting was adjourned at 10:00 P. M. 
March 12, 1968. 


The Selectmen held a full board meeting after the 
adjournment of the Town Meeting, and they unani- 
mously adopted the Bond Resolution.

The Moderator, George McGee called the meeting 
to order at 7:30 p. m. Selectman George Boyle led the 
meeting with the salute to the flag. 


The Moderator then read the petition for this 
emergency meeting of the Town of Lincoln. 


James MacDonald made the motion to pass over Ar- 
ticle 1. The motion was seconded by George Boyle. 
The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Robert Russell moved each article be read before 
being put before the meeting, seconded by James Mac- 
Donald. 


ARTICLE 2—James MacDonald made the motion 
to raise and appropriate $14,925.00 to defray town 
charges. Motion seconded by Mrs. John Weeden. The 
vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3—The Budget Committee recommended 
$14,200.00 be raised for the Police Department. Leslie 
Sargent made the motion to accept the recommenda- 
tion of the Budget Committee. The motion was sec- 
onded by George Boyle. The vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


ARTICLE 4—wWilliam Mayhew made the motion 
that the town accept the recommendation of the Bud- 
get Committee and raise and appropriate $4,500.00 
for the Fire Department. Motion was seconded by Guy 
Hiltz. Vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5—The Budget Committee recommended 
for Public Health $11,400.00; of this total $8,200.00 
for the nurse, $1,000.00 for the ambulance, $2,200.00 
for the nurse’s car. The motion was made by George 
Parker to raise and appropriate $11,400.00 for Public 
Health. The motion was seconded by Earl Burt. The 
vote was in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 6—The Budget Committee recommended 
$24,000.00 for Town Maintenance. The motion was 
made by James MacDonald to appropriate $24,000.00 
for Town Maintenance. The motion was seconded by 
James Walsh. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7—$7,000.00 was recommended by the 
Budget Committee for Street Lights. The motion was 
made by George Boyle and seconded by Leo Savoy to 
accept the recommendations of the Budget Committee 
and raise $7,000.00 for Street Lighting. The vote was 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8—The Budget Committee recommended 
$1,300.00 for Cemeteries. Motion was made by Roland 
Bourassa and seconded by Guy Hiltz to raise and ap- 
propriate $1,300.00 for the Cemeteries. Vote in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9—The Budget Committee recommended 
$6,200.00 for the Public Library. In this amount of 
$6,200.00 is included money for capital expenditure 
in the event the Library is moved and renovated. The 
motion was made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Earl Burt to raise and appropriate $6,200.00 for 
Public Library. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 10—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $3,000.00 for the Town Poor. The motion was made 
by James MacDonald and seconded by George Boyle 
to raise and appropriate $3,000.00 for the Town Poor. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 11—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $2,200.00 be raised for Old Age Assistance. James 
MacDonald made the motion to raise and appropriate 
$2,200.00 for Old Age Assistance. Motion was second- 
ed by Mrs. John Weeden. The vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


ARTICLE 12—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $11,000.00 be raised for the maintenance of the 
Water Department. The motion was made by James 
MacDonald and seconded by George Boyle to raise and 
appropriate $11,000.00 for the maintenance of the 
Water Department. The vote was in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 13—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $594.18 for the White Mts. Region Association. 
The motion was made by Leslie Sargent and seconded 
by Roland Bourassa to raise and appropriate $594.18 
for the White Mts. Region Association. The vote was 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $400.00 be raised for the Chamber of Commerce. 
Motion was made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Earl Burt to raise $400.00 for the Chamber of 
Commerce. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 15—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $300.00 be raised for the Ski 93 Association. Robert 
Russell made the motion and George Boyle seconded 
to raise and appropriate $300.00 for the Ski 93 Asso- 
ciation. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 16—James MacDonald made the motion 
to raise $1,200.00 and interest to take up the Fire 
Truck note. The motion was seconded by James 
Walsh. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 17—The motion was made by Vincent 
Mazzola and seconded by James MacDonald to raise 
$1,500.00 and interest for Town Road Construction 
note. This motion was amended. It was moved an ad- 
ditional $1,350.00 be raised and appropriated for 
Town Road Construction note. The vote on the amend- 
ment was in the affirmative, likewise the vote on the 
original motion. 


ARTICLE 18—The motion was made by Leslie Sar- 
gent and seconded by Vincent Mazzola to raise the 
sum of $2,500.00 and interest to take up Water Con- 
struction note due March 15, 1968. The vote was in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 19—The motion was made by Robert 
Russell and seconded by Henry Waldo to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes and/ 
or other revenues. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 20—The motion was made by Vincent 
Mazzola and seconded by Leo Savoy to accept the re- 
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commendation of the Budget Committee and raise the 
sum of $300.00 for Civil Defense. The vote was in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 21—The motion was made by James 
Walsh and seconded by William Mayhew to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,400.00 for the maintenance 
of the Town Dump. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 22—The motion was made by George 
Boyle and seconded by Romeo Goodbout to raise the 
sum of $3,000.00 for rent of the Lincoln garage build- 
ing. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 23—The Budget Committee recommend- 
ed $2,100.00 be raised for the Lincoln Day Camp. 
The motion was made by William Mayhew to raise 
$2,100.00 for the Day Camp. The motion was seconded 
by Leo Savoy. The motion was amended by William 
Mayhew to raise an additional $500.00 The amended 
motion was seconded by George Boyle. The vote on the 
amendment was in the affirmative. The vote on the 
original motion was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 24—The motion was made by Vincent 
Mazzola and seconded by James MacDonald to raise 
the sum of $197.79, the State to contribute $1,384.66 
for T. R. A. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 25—The motion was made by George 
Boyle and seconded by Arthur Asselin to raise the 
sum not exceeding $4,000.00 for making improve- 
ments to such roads as are eligible for construction 
funds under the T. R. A. accelerated program. The 
vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 26—The motion was made by Robert 
Russell and seconded by George Parker to authorize 
the Selectmen to spend in connection with the anti- 
pollution facilities to be constructed by the town, such 
interest as may, from time to time, be earned on any 
monies received from the sale of bonds or other 
monies received or grants or aids relating to such 
project. The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 27—-The motion was made by Lyman 
Ware and seconded by Henry Waldo to authorize the 
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Selectmen to convey any real estate obtained by Tax 
Collector’s deed and execute any deed or deeds thereof 
in the name of the town. The vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


ARTICLE 28—The motion was made by Robert 
Russell and seconded by Vincent Mazzola to ratify a 
certain deed executed by the Selectmen to Herman 
Sanborn for a certain parcel of land in Lincoln, N. H. 
The vote was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 29—The motion was made by George 
Boyle and seconded by Leslie Sargent to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for and receive in the name of the 
town and expend for Library Purposes all such sums 
as may be acquired from either the State or Federal 
Government for Library Aid. The vote was in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 30—The motion was made by Lyman 
Ware and seconded by Leo Savoy to authorize the 
Selectmen to extend the water main on the DW High- 
way from the present main to the state property line 
above Parker’s Motel and also authorize the Selectmen 
to spend such amounts of monies as may be paid by 
the State. The vote was in the affirmative. 


Mr. George McGee made the motion that the town 
reaffirm its position on a previously adopted resolu- 
tion in opposition to the sale of the Bog Pond area. 
The vote was in the affirmative. 


Henry Waldo made the motion to close the meeting. 
The motion was seconded by Vincent Mazzola. The 
vote was in the affirmative.

18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


19. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise for Civil Defense.

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of $3,000.00 for rent of the Lincoln Garage Building.

23. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of $107.72 the State to contribute $718.13 for T.R.A. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to create a Plan- 
ning Board pursuant to the Provisions of New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 36, and 
make available to it the powers and duties therein 
prescribed. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to become a mem- 
ber of the Pemi-Baker Regional Planning Agency pur- 
suant to the provisions of New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 36:38. This agency will 
have membership of at least two of the municipalities 
in the Pemi-Baker River area. The objective of this 
Agency will be to plan for and encourage regional 
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planning analysis, provide consensus on major prob- 
lems of regional concern and assist in the effectuation 
of projects which extend beyond the boundaries of any 
particular town. The agency will have no jurisdiction 
over any matter of local affairs, will be primarily ad- 
visory, and two members of the Regional Planning 
Agency shall be from the Town of Lincoln at the ap- 
pointment by the Selectmen. 


26. In the event of an affirmative vote on the im- 
mediately previous article, to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 per capita, 
the aggregate not to exceed $1,305.00, to finance stu- 
dies to be conducted by the Regional Planning Agency. 
These monies will be used for financing studies which 
must be approved by the Regional Planning Agency. 
These funds may be used in conjunction with other 
State and Federal funds available for planning pur- 
poses. 


27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, negotiate for, accept, expend 
and do all other things necessary to obtain such Fed- 
eral, State, or other assistance as may be necessary 
for the financing of such projects as may be voted in 
this Warrant. 


28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed $285,000.00 for the pur- 
poses of financing and constructing an addition to the 
existing municipal interceptor line on Main Street in 
the Town at the Dodge place, so-called, and extending 
in a general easterly direction a distance of 10,000 
feet, more or less, to the property line of Loon Moun- 
tain Recreation Association, inclusive of easements 
and rights of way as may be required therefor, said 
sum to be raised by the issuance of serial bonds or 
notes in a sum not to exceed $145,000.00 under and in 
compliance with the provisions of New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated Chapter 33 and all amend- 
ments thereto (Municipal Finance Act), and to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and determine the rate of interest 
thereon and to do such other acts as may be necessary 
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to effect the issuance, negotiations, sale and delivery 
of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest 
of the Town of Lincoln and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed $125,000.00 for the pur- 
poses of financing and constructing a water main and 
related facilities, including but not limited to an un- 
derground storage reservoir and pumping station, 
from the newly constructed water line adjacent to the 
Indian Head Motel and extending in a northerly di- 
rection along the Daniel Webster Highway a distance 
of 5,500 feet, more or less, to provide additional water 
service, inclusive of easements and rights of way as 
may be required, said sum to be raised by the issuance 
of serial bonds or notes under and in compliance with 
the provisions of New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
Annotated Chapter 33 and all amendments thereto 
(Municipal Finance Act), and to authorize the Select- 
men to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
determine the rate of interest thereon and to do such 
other acts as may be necessary to effect th issuance, 
negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes 
as shall be in the best interest of the Town of Lincoln 
and pass any vote or votes relating thereto.

necessary to effect the issuance negotiations, sale and 
delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best 
interest of the Town of Lincoln and pass any vote 
or votes relating thereto.

raised by the issuance of serial bonds or notes under 
and in compliance with the provisions of New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 33 and all 
amendments thereto (Municipal Finance Act), and to 
authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such 
bonds or notes and determine the rate of interest 
thereon and to do such other acts as may be necessary 
to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery 
of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest 
of the Town of Lincoln and pass any vote or votes 
relating thereto.

(Municipal Finance Act), and to authorize the Select- 
men to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and 
determine the rate of interest thereon and to do such 
other acts as may be necessary to effect the issuance, 
negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes 
as shall be in the best interest of the Town of Lincoln 
and pass any vote or votes relating thereto.

The In-service Education program was again spon- 
sored by the White Mt. Community Services in Little- 
ton. Number of sessions attended by Nurse, 5. Cancer 
and Cardiac Conferences held in Concord, 2, attended 
by Nurse, 2. 


Visits to schools, 218. This includes visits to homes 
in behalf of pupils and conferences with teachers. 


Athletic physicals were done on pupils in the Junior 
and Senior High School by Dr. Althoff. Nurses exam- 
inations were done in the Elementary grades. Num- 
bers of pupils to Orthopedic Clinic, 2; Speech Ther- 
apy, 2. 


Through the N. H. Tuberculosis and Health Asso- 
ciation, the Tine Tuberculin Test was given to grade 
one. Pupils in grades one, four, eight and twelve re- 
ceived immunization for the prevention of Tetanus 
and Diphtheria. These programs are sponsored by 
School Health Services, Department of Health and 
Welfare. 


We had the services of a Dental Hygienist from the 
Bureau of Dental Health who gave instruction and 
showed films on the care of the teeth. This program 
was for grades one through six. 
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Films on Cancer prevention were shown to the Sen- 
ior girls and their mothers. 


The Christmas program was generously helped this 
year. Through Rev. Harry Flad, the Youth Fellowship 
of the Pemi-Valley Cooperative Parish, collected a 
large amount of groceries for the food baskets. The 
students of Junior and Senior High School contrib- 
uted much to this program as they have done for sev- 
eral years. 


The American Legion took full charge of the Chil- 
dren’s Christmas party which was much appreciated. 
As is their yearly custom, the Littleton Lodge of Elks 
donated Christmas food baskets. All the organizations 
did their share toward the project. 


Our agency is pleased to report that our sick room 
supplies, which are available to the people of our area, 
were well in use.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the 
Northeast in terms of population increase, It is also 
an industrialized state and this growth is likely to con- 
tinue, all of which means more families and homes. 
Our growing summer population is scattered through- 
out the state with a phenomenal increase in vacation 
homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are 
being located in woodlands and abandoned fields and 
forests crowd into the back yards of our village 
streets. In a state where the forests cover 86% of the 
land surface, it is necessary that everyone be aware 
all through the season, which comes with the disap- 
pearance of the snow until the snow comes again, of 
the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire 
sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of lighted 
matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from 
a car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn — 


a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when 
the ground is covered with snow. Cooking 
fires in outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal bra- 
Siers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 


b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by 
householders between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 
P. M. 
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c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 
before you light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your 
fire warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence 
column and save our tax dollars for useful purposes.

Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Special Sewer Construction Fund Account, Tax 
Collector, Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Public Li- 
brary, Library Building Fund Account, Trustees of 
Trust Funds, and the Lin-Wood Home Health Agency.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of. all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement 
of public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
‘Invoices and payrolls as well as with entries in the 
books of records. Receipts were checked by source in- 
sofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by compari- 
son with reconciled bank balances made from state- 
ments submitted by depository banks. Verification of 
uncollected taxes was made by mailing notices to de- 
linquent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s rec- 
ords. The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed 
taxes, aS indicated in this report, are therefore sub- 
ject to any change which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices.

Current Surplus: 


The current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current Liabilities) increased by $28,214.64 during the 
year, from $6,939.24 to $35,153.88 as shown herewith:

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Uncollected Taxes: 


As of December 31, 1968, delinquent property, poll 
and head taxes amounting to $1,026.28, on account of 
the levies of 1966 and prior years remained outstand- 
ing in the Tax Collector’s warrants as indicated be- 
low:

The Selectmen should review the lists of taxpayers 
involved and issue abatements for all taxes deemed to 
be uncollectable. Thereafter, the Tax Collector should 
take appropriate action to enforce collection of the re- 
maining delinquent taxes. 


Surety Bonds: 


The surety bond of the Town Clerk should be in- 
creased from $2,000.00 to $4,000.00, in accordance 
with the recommendation made in our previous re- 
ports. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings 
and recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be 
published in the next annual report of the Town.
